THE ALTERNATIVES OF AUSTRIA AND PRUSSIA. 

.  GROUNDLESS STORIES AND RUSSIAN INTRIGUE. 
We had occasion last week to remark upon the zeal and alacrity 
which a certain class of public writers have exhidited in their 
efforts to fix upon the German Powers suspicion of perfidy and 
bad faith ; and we suspect that Russian agency had not been 
unconnected with the origin of many of the rumours which have 
given some colour to those charges. Not that we suspect the 
writers to whom we allude te have been kuowingly the instru- 
ments of that Power, but that they have reasoned upon rumours 
which had their origin with those whose chief effort it is to throw 
every impediment in the way of a good feeling between Austria 
and Prussia and the Western Powers. Of the numerons fictions 
which have been propagated during the last three weeks, it_is 
impossible not to trace something like a fixed design to create an 
im in the popular mind of France and England that no 
faith should be placed upon the professions of the German Powers, 
with the obvious view of marring the diplomatic efforts to bring 
the four Powers to one common accord. 


On one day we are told that the Russians have crossed the 
Danube to the west of Kalafat, near Widdin, into Servia, and the 
announcement of that fact is accompanied by reasoning to the 
following effect :—“ Unless Russia had a secret understanding 
“ with Austria, that when the critical moment arrives she will put 
“* only not oppose, but support her pretensions, it is impossible to 
“ believe that Russia would expose her troops to be intercepted by 
“the Turks, and with a certainty to be cut down, by taking such a 
‘*step.” This/has been cited as a nunquestionable internal evidence 
of the perfidy of Austria; and no doubt, if it were true, it would 
either bear that appearance or prove the recklessness of the Rus- 

}) sian commanders. But it turns out to be a pure fiction. Another 
’ day we are told that Austria has marched into Servia with a force 
}} of two hundred thousand men, and then we are reminded of the 
craving which it is uaderstood she has secretly felt for the 
possession of that state. But when the real truth becomes known, 
Austria has not only not ane - Servia, but she has, on the 
contrary, posted a powerful corps d’armée within her own terri- 
: tories on the frontier of Servia, with the distinct consent of the

Porte and the combined Powers, for the avowed object of op- 
posing Russia, should her forces pass the Danube into Servia, or 
of any insurrection which may take place amongst 
the hostile to the Turkish rule. On another day the 
sympathies of England and France are attempted—and with some 
considerable suceess—to be roused against Austria 
which is industriously circulated through 
to the effect that three Hurgarians 
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the meantime as the basis of profound arguments that Austria is 
in no way disposed to mitigate the despotism of her rule, and, 
therefore, that she must rely upon the future support of the great 
Chief of despotism, and dare not ally herself to the liberal Western 
Powers. Then, ou another day, the whole press and the clubs are 
thrown into a great bustle by a telegraphic despatch that Russia 
has triumphed «at the Court of Berlin, and that Chevalier Bunsen, 
asthe kuown advocate of liberal opinions and a Western alli- 
ance, has been recalled. But it appears that not only has the 
courier, who was said to be on his road with the recall of the 
Prussian Minister, never arrived, but, on the contrary, at the 
very moment this was said to be taking place at Berlin, the 
Prassian Government were actually joining the other three great 
European Powers in a protocol which reasserted the integrity of 
the Ottoman Empire, and the necessity for the evacuation of the 
Principalities. Are all these purely accidental errors, or is there 
not something like a plan involved in them ? 


We have never for a moment attempted to disguise the difficult 
alternative between which the German Powers have had to 
elect upon this occasion ; but, what we attempted to show, and 
what we think becomes clearer every day, is, that, laying aside 


present and future are enormously greater and more urgent 
on the side of allying themselves with Russia than of joining the 
Western Powers. We have endeavoured to show tvat, with re- 
gard to present danger in the one course or the other, it altogether 
lies in their siding with Russia; and that with regard to the future 
danger, the supposed Austrian territories which Russia might be 
expected to protect, would be lost in the first three months of 
the struggle, and would no longer form any portion of the Austrian 
Empire. 

But altogether apart from territorial considerations, there are 
strong and urgent political motives which, to our mind, will 
render it impossible for Austria and Prussia to take any other 
course than the one which we have indicated. We have shown in 
another article that the opinion of the best-informed statesmen in 
Europe is, that Rassia is preparing for an obstinate and desperate 
war; that her policy will be to act almost entirely upon the de- 
fensive, retreating behind the natural fastnesses of her Empire, 
in the hope of wearying out her assailants. And it must be ad- | 
mitted that the abandonment of the [sland of Aland, which is the 
key both to the Gulfs of Finland and of Bothnia, that the dis- | 
mantling of numerous forts along the coast of the Baltic, and the 
destruction of whole lines of villages on her frontier, with the | 
removal of the inhabitants to the interior, are all strong indica- | 
tions of such a policy. And, looking to the character of the 


difficult of attainment There are no large manufacturing dis- 
tricts with turbulent populations, whose employment, and whose 
means of subsistence, therefore, depend upon foreign markets.

_ that it is but too plain to German sovereigns and German states- 
men that, were they to elect the alternative of allying themselves 
to Russia, the domestic difficulties and dangers which would arise 
from such a course would render a perseverance in it for a single 
month impossible. No dynasty, however powerful—no winis- 
ter, however able—could, under such circumstances, resist the 
united action of foreign attack and domestic indignation. 


We repeat, therefore, that we have no anxiety as to the course 
which the German Powers will finally take. It is, however, 
hardly to be expected that, until the allied forces are actually 
in the field, and prepared to confront the Russian army, that 
Austria will, single-banded, adopt any course which might ex- 
pose her in the meantime to an open rupture with Russia, a de¢la- 
ration of war, and all its consequences. But as to the course she 
will ultimately take, now that Russia has crossed the Danube, 
there is to our mind no reasonable grouud of doubt. 


PROBABLE POLICY OF RUSSIA. 


Ir is of the greatest importance, for the safe and creditable con- 
duct of the serious strife in which we are now engaged, that we 
should not attempt to deceive ourselves or our people as to the 
gravity of the conjuncture, or the magnitude of the sacrifices, or 
the duration of the efforts, which may be necessary to bring the 
war to a successful termination. To such a termination we are 
bound to bring it. We entered it reluctantly and slowly; and 
neither our honour nor our interests will allow us to retire from it 
without the attainment of the objects for which it is begun, or to 
acquiesce in any peace which will not afford a certain guarantee— 
a guarantee stronger than oaths or promises, or “ the word of a 


“ gentleman”—a “‘ material guarantee” in short—against a re- 


currence of the danger and a renewal of the strife. It behoves 
us, therefore, at once and courageously to look our position in the 
face ; to examine the work we lave to do and'the means we have 
of doing it ; to inquire what course our adversary is likely to pur- 
sue, and what measures we must take in order to circumvent that 
course. Above all, we must be careful not to underrate either his 
strength or his determination, nor, in an undue reliance upon 
our Own enormous resources, forget that those resources are only 
effective when thoroughly called forth, and when wielded with a 
resolute and unsparing hand! 


We will assume that the neutrality of the German Powers— 
so long as it is sincere and impartial—is accepted by both the 
belligerent parties. If it be not so, the whole character of the 
war would necessarily be changed, and we should have to draw 
up a wholly different programme for the future. But in the re- 
marks we have now to make we shall proceed upon the assump- 
tion that Russia will have acquiesced in the neutrality of Austria 
and Prussia, fearing lest, if she forced them to a decision, that 
decision might be hostile, and ifhostile, would entail the hostility 
of all Europe and her certain ruin ;—and that the Western Powers 
will have acquiesced in it, from the dread of letting loose the 
revolutionary element throughout Europe, and in the hope of con- 
fining the war within its original limits. We shall then have to 
fight Russia with our own resources alone—with such armies 
and navies and funds as England, France, and Turkey combined 
can bring against ber; and we must renounce all aid which we 


wight bave derived from an alliance with the discontented { The Danubian Principalities must be freed 


nationalities of Europe. 

If the Czar resolves on pushing on the war offensively—in 
marching on to Constantinople with powerful armies, inthe hopes 
of taking it before the allied troops can arrive at the scene of ac- 
tion in sufficient ferce, we entertain little doubt that his forces 
will be defeated and destroyed. It is next to impossible that they 
can either find or carry with them commissariat and military 
stores sufficient for large numbers, even if they had no hostile 

| opposition, or only a feeble one, to encounter. Therefore, not- 
| withstanding the haughty passions of the Czar, notwithstanding 
| the recent aggressive movements of his troops, we have no be- 
| lief im any such intentions on his part. Every information we 
can collect, both trom parties who know the country and parties 
who are in constant communication with Russian celebrities, lead 
us to conclude with positive conviction that the Emperor has re- 
solved on the safe course of purely defensive operations ; that he 
is preparing for a long, obstinate, unyielding struggle ; and that he 
mtendsto take refuge ia bis inaccessibility, and to defy the Western 
Powers to compel him to make peace. His adhereuts say :—“ You 

, may burn our ships, you may destroy our harbours ; you may 
“even, at the vast cost of life, take Sebastopol and Cronstadt ; 

|| “ you may drive us back across the Danube, and even across 


“ and pestilential marshes. We shall thus have two immense 
“* advantages over you: we shall be at home—you will be abroad 


; . 
“you will be playing your game of cheas'with knights, and we 
“ with pawns—for in economic value one Englishman or French- 
‘‘ man is equal to ten Russians; we can replace our men—you 
‘+ cannot replace yours; and a state of war which will be costly, 
‘‘ harassing, and annoying in the last degree to you, will scarcely 
‘« derange, in any perceptible degree, the ordinary habits and 
‘+ eomforts of our semi-barbarous population. In the meantime 
“the English will grow tired of the war; their merchants will 
‘‘ become discontented with commercial interraptions; the people 
‘« will grumble at additional taxation; and the two new allies, 
“ unaccustomed to act together, will disagree among themselves ; 
“coldness and quarrels will ensue, andthe game will be ulti- 
“* mately won by Russia.” 

This is the policy we have to fear onthe part of Russia. It 
is subtle and well judged, and we have only one way of meeting 
it. We must not only beat her promptly and effectually, buat we 
must weaken her so decidedly that she will no longer be formida- 
ble; that when once defeated and driven back into her deserts, 
it will no loager be necessary for us to keep up an army on-her 
frontier in order to prevent her re-issuing to recover what she has 
lost. We must strengthen her conterminous neighbours, as well 
as weaken her, so that they may henceforth be enabled to hold 
her in check without the aid (by land) of the distant Western 
Powers. We must, moreover, beat her so promptly and ostensi- 
bly as to destroy her prestige, and deprive her of that power which 
she derived rather from opinion than from fact. We must, in 
short, if we do not intend the war to be Voth an endless and a 
fruitless one, so conduct it as to leave her no longer formidable ; to 
rescne Germany from her influence, and to make it in fature ‘an 
effectual barrier against her; to enable Turkey (we, her allies, 
having the command of the Black Sea) to hold her own in 
future quarrels; aud at once to rescue from the danger of her 
assaults and intrigues both our Eastern Empire and our Western 
civilisation. ‘To do anything short of this will be wasting blood 
and treasure to no purpose. To have entered upon war without 
being prepared to do this, would imply a short-sightedness, an 
imbecility, or a feebleness and insincerity of will, of which our |} 
Ministers cannot be suspected. . 

How, then, is this to be done? Austria and Prussia, it is well 
known—even the Governments, much more the people—desire 
earnestly the repression and diminution of the colossal Power 
which overawes and menaces them, though they dare not actively 
take part in the endeavour to realise this object. It would even 
be well worth their while to consent to the re-establishment of 
the Kingdom of Poland for that purpose—for the sake of erecting 
a barrier between them and Russia; and Austria is said to be 
willing to surrender Gallicia in favour of such a scheme. But let 
that pass as uncertain. How is Russia to be effectually crippled 
and disabled from future mischief? By depriving her of her 
more recent and unassimilated conquests, and restoring them to 
the Powers from which they have been torn. Georgia must be 
rescued and replaced, and Circassia maintained as an independent 
barrier, to keep Russia for ever on this side of the Caucasus. The 
Crimea must be taken also, and Sebastopol stormed at any cost, 
and the navy sheltered there captured or destroyed. Bessarabia 
longs for the day of her emancipation, and would probably 
rise on the first thorough disaster that happened to the Russian 
arms, if assured of the faithful and permanent support of the allies, 
rom the curse 
of Russian occupation and of Russian protectorate for ever. 
Finland must be restored to Sweden, and the Isles of Aland must 
be held either by Sweden or by England. If these things are 
done, Russia will cease to be formidable ; and whether shea - 
a peace or not will be a matter of no moment Whatever), he 
will have retrograded a century in power and influence. She 
will no longer be a serious peril to liberty and civilisation. 
Austria, Prussia, and the smaller German States, deprived of 
her moral and material aid in their crusade against freedom and 
enlightenment, must enter on a new and more suitable and saga- 
cious course. And Turkey, relieved from the awful incubus that 
has paralysed her for so long, will have an opportunity of show- 
ing what amount of vitality and capacity progress she 
possesses ; and if she must fali from inherent feebleness apd un- 
improvability, at least her fall will not be to the profit, of 
seurandionment of a Power to the full as dark and Tas 
erself, 

These are unquestionably great achievements—difficalt and 
costly. But if they are at once necessary and possible—and we 
have conversed with few statesmen of any country who do not 
believe them to be both—all that we have to consider is the best 
and promptest means of effecting them. The details must of

able of all follies. »Now, our object in the present struggle is not 
to drivé the Russians back over the Pruth and to force the ac- 
; of the modified Vienna note ; but to secure for the future 
Turkey from Russian eneroachment, Germany from Russian dic- 
tation, civilisation and liberty from Russian barbarism; to take 
effective measures that those designs which have been openly 
avowed shall become henceforth utterly impracticable. If we 
creep out of the war without doing all this, we shall have been 
very culpable in rushing into it. If we dream of doing all this 
by feeble efforts, by languid movements, by small armies, by 
temperate hostilities, we shall deserve discomfiture as certainly as 
we shall ensure it.

HONESTY IS THE BEST POLICY. 
THE PERFIDY OF RUSSIAN FINANCE. 

Tne City correspondent of the Zimes newspaper had the following 

observations a few days ago :— 

There was a general decline in foreign stocks to-day, and the operations 
were rather extensive. Russian, in consequence of the new expoeure of the 
character of the Czar, founded on the :umcur of his having appropriated the 
property of Sir H, Seymour, experienced a fail of about 5 per cent., and there 
was scarcely any recovery to the close. Five per Cents. fell from 954 to 904. 

This is a strong example of that old homely proverb with which 
we have headed our remarks, and which in no case is more appli- 
cable than with regard to the transactions of monarchs and of 
governments; and it adds one more to the numerous examples 
which we already have of the susceptibility of the public as to the 

faith of nations. Nor can this be a matter of surprise, when 
is Borne in mind that the whole value of the hundreds of millions 
of government stocks, in which the bard earnings of individuals are 
invested, depend entirely upon credit and good faith. With regard 
to the fandsof a country like England,whose .nterests are vigilantly 
watched and protected by public opinion and a popular form 
of government, there is no danger that the interests of the public 
oreditor will ever be tampered with. But in the case of a country 
like Russia, where the will of one man is law, and where that one 
man has exhibited such a disregard alike to veracity and personal 
honour, and who, ia open defiance of the opinion of the whole 
civilised world, has embarked in‘a course so desperate and so selfish 
that we must be prepared for any step which his emergencies 
may dictate, there is so little guarantee for the performance of 
any obligation, that it is rather a matter of surprise that the Rus- 
sian funds should find buyers at any price, than that there should 
be a reduction of five per cent. in a single day. 

Nor are the suspicions of the bad faith of the Russian Govern- 
ment in matters of finance a subject for mere suspicion or specu- 
lation. We have examples of a daring kind in the past, which 
we have seen renewed within the last six months, of systematic 
financial perfidy on the part of Rassia, and which we suspect 
have more influence upon British capitalists on the Stock Ex- 
change even than the seizure of the private property of Sir 
Hamilton Seymour. 

Some time ago, when the first issue of inconvertible paper 
ronbles was determined upon at St Petersburg, we pointed out 
in an elaborate article the fraudulent uses to which such instru- 
ments had formerly been put by the Russian Government, and 
the certainty that a similar result would follow upon the present 
occasion. We showed that the intrinsic value of a rouble was 
abont 38d; we then showed that daring the former wars in which 
Russia had been engaged, that inconvertible paper rouble notes 
had been issued by the Government in payment of its expenditure 
to such an excess, that they became depreciated until, instead of 
being worth 38d each, their value was only about lid each. In 
that state of things, when the peace arrived, the Government, in 
place of attempting to restore the value of their securities by 
resuming cash payments, declared by an edict that the whole of 
these notes should be exchanged in the proportion of 3 4 for 
one new note, which should bear the original intrinsic value of 
8d; and thus, in reality, diseharging the whole of these obliga- 
ea the payment of about thirty per cent. of their original 
ano ;

_An the article to which we allude, we ventured an opinion that 
the forced issues of the rouble notes, which have been again re- 
sorted to to supply the emergencies of the Czar, would meet with 
9 sim'lar fate. “Aud so rapidly have our predictions been 
salised, that these notes, so recently issued at a value of 38d, have 
already sunk to $3d. And it is quite certain that as the Emperor, by 
the way in which he has isolated himself from the civilised world, 
has shat hitmself out from all the money markets in Europe— 
where, under ordinary circumstances, he might receive financial 
aid—will have no resource for the presecution of the extravagant 
expenditure in which he is embarked, but a continuons forced 
issne of this inconvertible paper, and which, therefore, must be- 
fore long become more and more depreciated, in all probability 
ie; Pre @ greater extent than it was at the conclusion of the last 
war, 
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In the story about the fifteen or twenty millions of bullion sald 
to be stored in the forts of St Peter and St Paul, we have no 
faith ; and the best evidence of the fabulous character of that 
statement, as well as the desperate condition of Russian finances, 
is, that at the very threshold of the war, Nicholas has been 
obliged to resort to a forced issue of paper notes, with all its 
damaging consequences, alike to his character and his credit, to 
an extent equal in amount to 8,000,000, This is a conclusive 
proof that for every successive step in the war he will have to 
resort to a repetition of this dangerous and desperate expedient. 
With these facts staring European capitalists in the face, it is not 
a matter of surprise that their confidence in Russian securities 
should be rapidly dwindling to zero.

The Government of Holland, following a good example, has || 
enjoined all its subjects to observe a strict neutrality. It pro- || 
hibits all privateers or their prizes to enter the waters of Hol- || 
land, and warns all its people that by taking any part inthe || 
war they run the risk of being treated as pirates. The Hanse | 
Towns, too, have prohibited the export of all contraband of war, i} 
and will do all they can to preserve neutrality and give protection || 
to neutral property. - i] 

Her Majesty's Government, following out its former declara- 
tions, have issued another order in Council relative to neutrals, of || 
which the following is the substance :— 

At the Court at Windeur, the 15th day of April, 1854, it was declared that 
it is not Her Majesty’s intention to claim the cunfiseation of neutral property, 
not being contraband of war, found on board enemy’s ships; and Her Majesty | 
further declares, that being anxious to lessen as much as possible the evils of | 
war, and to restrict ita operations to the regula ly organised forcea of the | 
country, it is not her present intentior to issue letters of marque for the com- | 
missioning of privatecre. And it was ordered, by and with the edvice of her | 
Privy Council, that a!l vessels under a neutral or friendly flag, being neutral or 
friendly property, shall be permitted to import into any port o¢ place in Her || 
Moajesty’s dominions all goods and merchandise whatsoever, to whomeoever the | 
same may belong; and to export from any port or place in Her Majesty’s | 
dominions to any port not blockaded, any cargo or goodr, not being contraband | 
of war, or not requiring a epecial permission, to whomsoever the same may | 
belong. And Her Mojesty farther ordered that, save and except only as afore- | 
said, all the sutjects of Her Majesty and the eubjects or citizens of any neutral 
or friendly state ehall and may, duriag and notwiihstanding the present hosti- 
lities with Russia, freely trade with all ports and places wheresoever situate, 
which shall not be in a state of blockade, save and except that no British 
vessel shall, under any circumstances whatsoever, either ander or by virtue of || 
this order, or otherwise, be permitted of empowered to enter Of communicate 
with any port or place which shall belong to or be im the poseession or occupa- 
tion of Her Mejesty’s enemies. 

Such proceedings meet the approbation we see of the trading 
people of New York. By the lgst arrivals the preliminary mea- 
sures of our Government had been adverted to at a meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and resolutions passed against pri- 
vateering. Though the calamity of an appeal to arms is not to 
be averted, it is satisfactory to see all the civilised world unite 
to make the sufferings as little as possible. One good effect it is 
at once apparent will result from the general protection to be || 
given to neutral trade. In spite of the municipal and international 
law, which forbids the subjects of a Power at war to trade with 
an enemy, circumstances frequently overrule laws, and it is in 
the recollection of most elderly persons that, under numberless dis- 
guises and licenses, trade to some extent and with some enemies’ 
— continued all through the revolutionary war. It is well 

own that the system gave rise to a frightful quantity of false | 
swearing ; to heaps of simulated papers; to the sudden conversion 
of the men of one nation into the men of another ; and to a de- 
grading disregard for truth and honour that was more ipjurious | 
to society than the destruction of life by war. All this will be | 
avoided by the judicious protection the belligerent Powers are 
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affording to neutral trade. In America we see the right of search, 
particularly for seamen—that dan claim—is occasioning 
some discussion, and the principle that free ships make free goods 
is insisted on. We presume there will be less difficulty now than 
tormerly in recognising this principle ; for the difficulty of acting 
on the contrary principle will now be considerably enhanced by 
the mere increase of sea-going vessels. Almost all the mercantile 
navies of the world have been enlarged. Thus, to quote one, 
but the most important example: the registered tonnage of the 
shipping of the United States in 1815 was 854,294, which 
does not inclade fishing and coasting vessels, and in 1851, 

1,726,307, or it was more than doubled. It would be no easy 
matter now, therefore, for the whole of Her Majesty's navy to 
visit and search all the merchant ships on the high seas. [f the 
bulk of them cannot be visited, the right of search becomes more 
onerous than useful—muvre likely to breed quarrels than prevent 
an enemy from receiving supplies; and the Government does well, 

if it cannot wholly give up the right, to narrow its operation as 
much as possible. On all sides we believe the principle ot 
putting an end to privateering and allowing neutral trade to be 
as little disturbed as possible meets approbation, and, properly 
carried out, will mitigate the miseries of war, without, as we 
believe, for one hour delaying its c»nclusion. 

We have this week learned, too, more than formerly how the 
war is regarded by the forward- -moving population of Europe. 
The Aftonbladet, published at Stockholm on Apri! 4th, contains 
a very spirited article, which may be assumed to represent the 
opinions of a very large party in Europe. The following is the 


principal passage :— 


The die is cast. The Western Powers have at length declared war against 
the Cz:r; civilisation, social order, political progress, has eventually, after 
twelve month.’ test of a patience that appeared inexhaustible, drawn the eword 
against barbariem, oppression, and lawless usurpation, and the curtain hae risen 
for a pew act in the drama of universal history, the unfolding of which will 
exercise a most im portant influence on the whole social state of Europe. 

The epoch of peace bas passed. These 40 years have developed among the 
greater portion of Europe an almost ananticipated state of civilisation, happi- 
nese, and prosperity. Other days are now dawning, in blood, sacrifice, and euf- 
fering ; their closing no human mind can foresee. To all appearance the strug- 
gle must be terrific and geueral, and no nation, no Government, can calculate 
how long they will be permitted to remain quiet spectators of a ecene of war 
carried on beyond their frontiers. The struggle is for the most sacred—the 
dearest ties of society—its religious and commercial freedom—the political 
rights of the people, and their advancement in civilisation, welfare, and hap)i- 
ness. The petty quarrel respecting access to the church and vault has extended 
to a magnitude vast and immeasurable, and the sword must not return to its 
ecabbard until the fate of Europe bas been decided—until victory {shall have 
finally declared for the West or the East—for freedom or for Cossack power. 

It is a great and glorious sight to see how the very spirit of the people has 
rendered the impossible possible—bow the mareh of civilisation has formed a 
bond of unity between two nations that have ever since the era of the Crusades 

and hated each other: Eogland and 
France, those implacable foes,—those rivals full of bitterness, have shaken 
hands across the Coannel, and united in a treaty for higher. objects than 
national vanity. Out of the difference of disposition, opinions, traditions, and 
manners that exists between these two nations has sprang a unity of mind and 
action that mast generate feelings of courage aud security in the minds of the 
weakest and most scepticel of mortale, Their cause is the cause of humanity, 
apd wherever the light of civilisation shines the nations of Europe look to- 
wards the united Western Powers as the banner bearers of truth and the 
champions for a better and brighter futurity. 

The feelings and opinions of the people of Europe are, in truth, 
an important element for consideration. The decisions of 
Sovereigns must in the long run depend on them. According to 
the Swedish paper, the people of Europe (and it must be remem- 
bered that the ral or Democratic party has been most earnest 
in bringiug on the war) regards this war as for the most sacred 
objects. It is a contest between the civilised West and the bar- 
barous East—*it is for freedom against Cossack rower.” So 
regarded by them, they can only encourage the silence of Kossuth 
and the disappearance of Mazzini from the field. They must 
enjoin on the heroes of revolution to remain quiet, for they 
believe that England and France have united to do their most 
essential work—weaken or destroy the colossal but barbarous 
Conservative Power of Europe. They say that the feeble and 
vacillating Sovereign of Prussia, and the more rigid but not 
stronger Emperor of Austria, have already succumbed. before the 
people, and wiil be unable to stand alone. To weaken or destroy 
the Czar, is to weaken or destroy old Conservatism in Prussia and 
Austria, and they cheer on England and Franee im their work. 
Most properly our Ministers tried, in the interest of the thrones 
of Europe, to keep off the conflict, but the Czar would have it; 
the two German Powers did not exert themselves zealously to 
prevent it; and now the war is come. The bulk of the reflecting 
people on the Continent look at it as a war for freedom—a war 
for commerce and religion-~and a war for civilisation.

THE UNITED STATES SURVEY: OF THE AMAZON, 


INTENSELY as the East now claims the public attention, we must 
not altogether forget the West. To that the suffering people of 
the appropriated and despot-ruled East may still turn with hope 
to escape oppression in their native land. Not allowed to enjoy 
liberty or peace in Europe, they may expect to find both in America, 
No longer ago than last week we read of 700 Mormons, chiefly 
from Wales, having landed at New Orleans, in order to find their 
way to Utah. They are fleeing from the mere conflict of opinion and 
the kind of excommunicative intolerance they experience in 
Europe, and depart fora place where men-of a similar faith have 
prepared a home to receive them. They probably share in the 
intolerance that still pervades manners and dispositions, which 
exists at Utah asin Wales, and will escape none of its evils by 
going to America. They may go to a land further off than 
Horace, with his pithy saying, celum non animum mutant, ever 
dreamed of, and find his words for ever true. Nowhere can 
man escape from his own bad passions: he can only hope to 
tame and correct them. But bad passions are exasperated by 
circumstances, if they do not originate in them, and most of the 
socialevils of Europe are immediately caused by the pressure of 
population—of thought and enterprise—against the artificial bar- 
riers that almost everywhere hem in their growth. It is possible 
that in the wide expanse of the Westera Continent even the 
hateful passions may be favourably modified by liberty and 
general prosperity. ‘Tradition, whether well founded or not, 
carries us back to unappropriated land as one of .the conditions of 
the golden age. For many years Europe has been overflowing 
on America, and been quite as much benefited by losing 
people, and most benefited where the loss has beem great- 
est, as America has been by gaining them. Probably: the 
political disturbances now arising may make an i 

number of people take refuge from the harassed Continent in the 
new countries of the West. 

The immense regions already opened up for their reception, 
by the navigation of the Mississipi and its tributary streams, 
and by the net of railways now connecting all the cities on the 
seaboard of the Atlantic with the interior, and soon to be ex- 
tended to the Pacific, are far surpassed in extent and fertility by 
the regions watered by the Amazon, the Orinoco, and the La 
Plata, and with which the Pacific is already connected. From 
the mines and missions of Peru, on the eastern slopes of the 
Andes, the communication with Lima is short and continual. 
Hitherto all the produce of the mines has been exported from 
the Pacific. But within a very short distance from them. the 
tributaries of the Amazon are not only navigable, but are con- 
tinually navigated. A short portage at the isthnius of Tuamini 
—and it might be a canal—connects the Orinoco with the Cassi- 
quiari, a navigable tributary to the Amazon, flowing from the 
north ; and another portage, six leagues in iength—where a canal 

might’ be constructed—connects the Tupajos, another tributary 
of the Amazon, flowing from the south, with the head-waters of 
the Rio Plata. ‘The mind,” says Lieut, Herndon,* “ig con- 
“ fused by the great images presented to it by the contemplation 
‘* of these things. We have here. a continent divided into many 
‘ islands (for most of its great streams inosculate), whose shores 
** produce, or may be made to produce, all that the earth gives for 
“‘ the maintenance of more people than the earth now holds. We 
** have here a fluvial navigation, by the Amazon and its great 
“ tributaries, of about 6,000 miles, which does not include the 
“innumerable small streams that empty into the Amazon, and | 
‘* which would probably swell the amount to 10,000. Neither 
“ does it include the Orinoco, nor the Plata, with its tributaries 
“on the other.” But, if the mind be confused by. the grandear of 
the future paradise which appears to have been prepared for 
man when he has reached the stage of civilisation which will 
enable him to profit by it, and which now makes him anxious t0 
achieve the task to which he is invited, the shrewd sense of Mr 
Herndon’s countrymen sees through the eonfusion many of the 
possible present advantages of directing some of their exuberant 
and growing strength to the South as weil as to the West. 

For some time the Valley of the Amazon has attracted more 
speculative attention than the Valley of the Mississipi, and the 

Government has sent out the expedition to explore it, 
which has attracted our attention to the subject. Lieut. Hern- 
don, with a small suite and comparatively small means, 
has. examined with ,much care the country from Cerro

Egas has a population of sbout 800, 
and is a, large and thriving place above Barra. Barra, 600 
miles up the Amazon, is a still larger town, and counts its ex- 
ports by thousands of dollars. Several Europeans are found 
there, and others in different places are already clearing the way 
for their countrymen. Even an equestrian troop has found its 
_ way from Peru to the Amazon. 
ray is obviously more needed for the people of 
E thap for the sparse inhabitants of the States, who 
have an abundance of land still at their command under their own 
| flag. ‘Nevertheless they begin to carry on an extensive trade 
|) withthe Amazon, and may not be bad pioneers for other people. It 
| is, however, for the people of Europe, amongst whom political cir- 
cumstances and some natural circumstances——such asthe recent dis- 
| veries of gold in California and Australia, and the certainty that 
| the Amdes abound in the precious metals—seem now likely to 
revive the spirit which three centuries ago sent Europeans in 
crowds, to America, and make them again resort to the fertile 
countries they formerly conquered only to neglect or oppress. 
| Phen they went forth as plunderers: to plant new homes in new 
countries was a secondary object to the procuring of gold. Now 
| they bave arrived at a conviction that new homes are the 
primary object, and they go to the new world to plant new 
States, aot to make fortunes by oppression and rapine, and spend 
thedast days of their lives in the cities of Europe. The vast 
countries watered by the Amazon, the Orinoco, and the Plata, 
and their tributaries, possessing every variety of soil and climate, 
are more needed for Europeans than for the Americans, though 
‘| imthem there is an abundance of room for all, even including the 
\| few savages who have yet to learn how to profit by their advan- 
es. 
py Herndon, however, not exactly foresecing, we hope, 
the futare fate of mankind, and naturally thinking nothing of 
Europeans, their opinions and prejudices, but only of the ex- 
tension of the power of the States, supposes “the land of 
“the: Valley of the Amazon divided into large estates and 
“ cultivated by slave labour, so as to produce all that they 
“ape:capable of producing.” And then he concludes, ani- 
mated more by a vision of American greatness than of general 
‘The power and wealth and grandeur of ancient 
“Babylon. and modern London must yield to that of the 
*« depéts of trade that shall be established at the mouths of the 
‘+ Orimoee, the Amazon, and the La Plata.” We know not why, 
to the exclasion of Europeans, whose skill can make these lands 
blossom with all the products of civilisation, they are to be cul- 
tivated by slave labour, nor why the bondage of the Sonthern 
States, which is found such an injury to them, should be extended 
over territories more extensive and richer than their own. 
Europeans should hasten to compete with them for the honour of 
peopling this vast district, and they have learned too strongly to 
abhor slavery in Europe to institute it in America for the curse of 
their posterity.. Brazils, it is true, occupies at present the largest 
portion of the valley, and Brazils is chiefly cultivated by slave 
labour; but Brazils finds that species of industry neither very 
profitable nor safe, and. its extension over those fertile countries 
doom them to sterility and her own power to decay. 
While we cannot express too strongly our aversion from the 
of filling this vast country—so admirably adapted to 
8s, if oecupying the upper country, and spreading from 
thenee over the wide and fertile plain—with a slave population, 
we mast do justice to the skill with which the survey was planned, 
and, so far as Lieutenant Herndon is concerned, was executed, 
Heleft Lima on May 26, 1851, and travelled in company with 
Mr Gibbon to Tarma, exploring the country as they went along.

The principal articles exported are India rubber, cocoa, cotton, 
isingJass, Pissala rope, rice, sugar, nuts, sarsaparilla, green hides, 
dressed hides, India rabber shoes, &c. The shops of Para are 
well supplied with English, French, and American goods. The 
groceries generally come from Portugal ; English cotton of various 
descriptions find their way to the upper country. We are more 
surprised, indeed, when we remember how long the country has 
been known, that the trade is still so small, the immense tracts so 
deserted, and the few Indians whoroam over them such savages. 
To Portugal and Spain especially, who have flourished as little at 
home as they have expanded abroad, and who,with unpardonable 
selfishness, though partially acquiesced in by the rest of Europe, 
called these immense countries their own, and took no pains to 
people them, while they carefully excluded others, the little pro- 
gress made is very disgraceful. A wiser generation, which feels 
more strongly the necessity of cultivating the earth and extend- 
ing thearts of peace, which is now trying to carry commerce 
across the continent from ocean to ocean, will, we may hope, ere 
long réscue these lands from barbarism. Mr Herndon refers 
particularly to Senor Tirado, the Minister of Peru, as an enlight- 
ened statesman, destined to increase the prosperity of his 
country, and spread civilisation from it till it meets the advancing 
civilisation proceeding from the East. 


Mr Hendon, though not wholly neglecting natural objects, 
had his attention more directed to the capabilities of the couutry 
than to its beautiful scenery,and we read in his pages much 
less of that than in those of seme other travellers. He 
describes the navigation of the river, the resources of the | 
countries, their productions, the mode of cultivating,cocoa, and of | 
collecting the juice of the Seringa, aad forming it into shapes 
till it becomes the India rubber of commerce. There seems uo 
stint of quantitv, but it is only colleeted in half the year, from 
July toJanuary, as at other times the country is overflowed. The 
houses of the Seringeros, or gatherers, are temporary huts built 
of poles, and on piles to keep them above the water. Atthe 
mouth of the Amazon, the great island of Marajo, which con- 
tains about 10,000 square miles, divides it into two great channels, 
one running out by Cayenne, and the other, much smaller, is the 
river of Para, It is capital grazing land, is much intersected 
with creeks and marshes, and was filled with herses and gattle. 
Cattle are still abundant, and till 1824 good horses might be 
bought for a dollar. Then an infections disease swept them away 
in great multitudes, and Marajo has become dependent on other 
provinces for its supply of horses. It is said that an individual 
bonght from the Government the right to kill ten thousand mares 
on the island, but actually killed a great many more. He left the 
carcases to rot on the ins, poisoned the grass, and bred a 
pestilence which swept all the horses off. Though the story may 
not be literally true, it is evidence of the great abundance of 
animal life on the spot, and not a very inconclusive proof that 
man might flourish there, and might find the means of avoiding, | 
both for cattle and himself,the pestilence, which was probably the | 
result ef superabandance. For a plain and detailed account of | 
the navigation of the Amazon, and of the towus and people on 
its banks, we must recommend Lieut. Herndon’s book. The exe- 
cution of the task is creditable to him, and the plan of the survey 
is creditable to the United States Government.

spare, here there is no fear of not getting a supply, or of prices 
rising very high. Ali through the winter, and up to tae present 
time, our people have been tully supplied; and there has not 
been, that we are aware of, a single complaint that any class has 
been severely in waat. At this moment Free Trade keeps our 
market, as any on may learn by walking through Covent 
garden, well supplied with salads and other vegetables from abroad, 
which = ss to me bread and nee health. ene 
prices show pecuniary advantages of Free Trade to be enor- 
mous, we do. not fied in them ali its benefits.

‘The clear- 
ances since the new duty came into operation on the 6th inst. have 
been very large, and as the public ought now to obtain the full ad 
vantage of the remission, we may expect the deliveries largely to 
increase.

The prohibition on the export of all grain took effect on the 19th 
inst., aud has since been peremptorily enforced. Business has conse- 
quently been brought to a “ dead lock,” and nothing like aeeurate quo- 
tationscan be given, althoagh very low prices would be accepted for the 
stocks in store here, consisting of something like 150,000 qrs of wheat 
and Indian corn. Under the existing inauspicious state of affairs, we 
are compelled for a while to withdraw our establishment. It is our 
present intention, however, at the conclusion of the war (whieh we 
presume, sooner or laier, must bave an end), again to commence ope- 
rations in Galatz.

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SForeiqn Correspondence. 


From our Paris Oorrespondent. 
Paris, April 20, 1854. 

We have received no news of importance during the week about 
the military movements on the Danube, or of the fleets, or about 
diplomatic negociations. But the public anxiety is every day 
increasing. Omer Pacha is represented as ia a — aes situa- 
tion, as his army is not strong enough to cope with the Russian 
forees, which have been augmented considerably. The Turkish 
General remains on the defensive, contenting himself with retarding 
as mach as possitle the march of the enemy until the English and 
French troops have arrived. The plan of the Russians is, ov the 
eontrary, to e ina general action before they have to fight 
against the armies. We have every day reports of battles and 
of the defeat of the Turks. None of these reports have been con- 
firmed ; but it is apprehended that a defensive position will not 
be long maintained by Omar Pacha. The French and English troops 
begin to arrive at Gallipoli. 40,000 French soldiers have been 
embarked; and when Marshal St Arnaud and Lord Raglan arrive 
at Gallipoli, they will be at the head of more than 50,0090 soldiers. 
But such an army is not sefficient to drive the Russians out of 
the Turkish Principalities, and, besides, some time will still elapse 
before their forces can arrive at the Balkans. Resebid demanded of 
the Ambassadors to send the allied troops immediately to Varns, 
instead of landing them at Gallipoli. But it was answered that 
such a question could only be resolved by Lord Raglan and Marshal 
St Arnaud when they were at the head of their troops. 

The information about the dispositions of Prussia are rather 
more favourable, and to-day’s Moniteur announces that M. de 
Haz‘eldt, the Ambassador of Prussia, has been received in a private 
audience by his Imperial Majesty, to whom he has delivered a letter 
from his ereign. It seems that the Cabinet of Berlin has at 
length consented to sign the treaty of alliance with Austrie, by 
which it takes the en ment to cover the Austrian territories in 
case the Cabinet of Vienna should be obliged to send an army into 
Servie. But the German Powers will for the present remain neutral, 
preventing the French troops from crossing Germany to attack 
Russia, and the Russian armies from descending the Rhine to wage 
war against the French. They would only intervene in case the 
Russians should threat-n Constantinople. The Western Powers are 
obliged to accept such a limited eoncurrence of the German Powers, 
but they will be always obliged to watch the movements of the 
Cabinets of Vienna and Berlin. 

H. R, H. the Duke of Cambridge, instead of embarking at Mar- 
seilles, has taken the route of Vienna for Constantinople. It is said he 
will remain some days in that city, and assist at the marriage of the 
Emperor Francis Joseph. Lord Raglan departed yesterday morning 
for Marseilles, where he will embark on Monday next, so that the 
English and French commanders-in-chief will arrive at Gallipoli in 
the first days of May. z 

Financial affairs have rather improved, and our funds are rising. 
The Imperial Treasury has adopted a system by which it secures imme- 
diately the second instalment of the loan of 250 millions, which falls 
due on the 7th of May. When the subscribers arrive to receive their 
tities, the Treasury does not repay the sums exceeding the amount of 
the allotments, but retains them for the second allotment. In this 
manner the Government is sure_to receive the loan, though the prices 
of the Three per Cents. should fall under 59.

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—In the week ending on Satarday, 
the deaths registered in London showed a decrease on the returns of preced- 
ing weeks. The number was 1,087; in the previous week it-wasi,I49. In 
the ten weeks corresponding to last week, of the years 1844-59, the-average 
number was 1,013, which if raised in proportion to increase of 
becomes 1,114. The actual result therefore differs little from the estimated 
amount. Diseases affecting the organs of respiration have declined in-the 
aggregate number of their fatal cases from 219 ta 179 in the last two weeks. 
They have now fallen below the average of corresponding weeks, which is 211, 
Bronchitie decreased from 112 in the previous return to 77 in the last; pnen- 
monia is more stationary, and numbered in the respective periods 72 and 7%. 
Diseases of the zymotic or epidemic class were fatal in 254 cases, while the 
corrected average is 218. Typhus and continued fever appear to fncrenae, 
having risen in two weeks from 47 to 59. Hooping cough continued rafter 
fatal, and carried off 63 children. Measles and scarlatina carried off 34 and 
89 respectively. There were 5 deaths from emall-pox, 18 occurred from 
diarrhoea; and 2 from cholera, At the Royal Ooservatory, Greenwich, the 
mean height of the barometer in the week was 30.06 in. The mean daily 
reading was above 30 in. on the first five days. The higheet mean occurred 
on Wednesday and was 30.219 in. The barometer rose to 30.24 in. at 9h. am. 
on Thursday. The mean temperature of the week was 48.0 deg., which is 2.7 deg. 
above the average of the same week in 38 year?. The mean daily temperature 
was abuve the average on every day of the week except Monday. The highest 
temperature of the week was 68.8 deg., and occurred on Saturday; the lowest 
was 33.1 deg., aod occurred on Friday. The mean dew point temperature was 
40.3 deg., the difference between that and the mean air temperature being 7.7 
deg. The wind !:lew generally from the north-east. No rain fell, except on 
Thureday, when the amount was only 0.03 in.

STRIKE OF RAILWAY Emproyrs AT LiverPoot.—On Wednesday afternoon 
about 400 of the bookers, deliverers of goods, cranemen and foremen employed 
at the goods department of the London and North-Western Railway (Waterloo 
and Wapping stations), simultaneously ceased working. They’hed several 
interviews with Mr Braithwaite Poole, the manager of the traffie department, 
and the gist of their complaint was that since the compromise which followed 
their last strike provisions had so much increased in price that even their pre- 
sent wages were insufficient for their fami!y wante; what they required, there- 
fore, was an additional 28 per week; that their wages be paid weekly instead 
of fortnightly; and that on Saturdays they cease work at five o’clock, 
After some discussion the additional wages were granted by Mr Poole, sub- 
ject to the the approval of the directors, though the other two questions were 
left open, Mr Poole declining to accede to the men leaving off work at five 
o'clock, unless competing companies woul! consent to do the same, To pre- 
vent the recurrence of such strikes in future, Mr Poole obtained from the dele- 
gates their-consent to a month’s notice being given by the men ere they 
quitted the:employ.. Matters being thus arranged, the men returned to their’ 
work at four o’clook.

Of the assets of the Bank, the 167,423,880 reals of Government. bills 
and permierrsy notes are not available at an emergency, and could 
not be converted into cash to meet a run. The cash im hand, 
75,366,466 Jreals, and public debt, 31,280,061 reals, which could be 
realised in caseffof need, form the fund to meet demands on account of 
120,000,000 reals for notes in circulation, 82,033,329 reals balances of 
accounts current, and 32,543,522 reals deposits of allclasses. The 
last item of the assets of the Bank, in plain English would read, “ bad 
and doubtful debts.” 

The Madrid Gazetie contains some important decrees respecting 
Cuba, which, it may be hoped, will bring about a better state of things 
there, and conduce to the suppression of the slave trade, whieh the 
Spanish Government, in the exposition to the Queen, signed by the 
President of the Council, declared their resolution to put an end to, in 
fulfilment of their engagements with England—a proceeding which, 
if honestly carried out, cannot but be highly satisfactory to the British 
Government, and wil! reward the unceasing exertions of Lord Howden 
on the subject, which has hitherto presented so many practical 
difficulties, and been the cause of so much annoyance to all parties. 
Whether the recent exigencies of the United States have had any 
thing to do with the adoption of the present measures may be matter 
of speculation. The Government set out with the principle that 
slavery cannot be suppressed, in Cube, but that the slave trade must 
be suppressed because the Government are bound by treaties to put 
an end to it. At the same time they say that Cuba is suffering from 
a searcity of labourers, to remedy which the Captain-General of Cuba 
had published an ordonnance authorising for two years, the intro- 
duction or free importation of Spaniards, Chinese, and inhabitants 
of Yucatan, which measure the Government here has revised and 
submitted to the Queen in the shape of a royal decree. The base of 
the present measure is the authorisation to private ar to import 
Spanish subjects, Chinese, and Yucatanese, into.Cuba for two years, 
on certain conditions, to be determined by tue Government, including 
certificates of the emigrant ships being in a fit state, the due propor- 
tion of the sexes observed, &c. The objects to” employ free labour 
in all the departments to which experience has shown it can profitably 
be applied, and to confine the slaves in Cuba to agricultural labour; 
and another decree contains numerous regulations which are conceived 
to be calculated to attain that object, and to render the present race of 
slaves sufficient for the actual and even for the increased production of 
Cubanagriculture. The proprietors are to be stimulated to promote mar- 
riages among the slaves. Capitation taxes imposed on those not em- 
ployed in agricultural pursuits to be prid by the proprietors on am as~ 
cending scale, and the produce of the impost distributed in premiums 
to the proprietors—1, whose slaves have had the largest nuaiber of 
lagitionste children; 2, the fewest deaths; and 3, where the proportion 
of female slaves is the largest. 
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THE HANSE. TOWNS. 
A notice has been issued by the authorities of the Hanse Towns 
the trade end navigation with the Belligerent Powers. The 
notice contains the foliowing orders :— 

i. The exportation of all articles deemed contraband of war by the 
law of nations and by the existing Bremen State treaties, but parti- 
cularly of atl ammunition, powder, balls (kugeln), percussion caps 
(cundhutehen), of brimstone and saltpetre, of ordnance and arms of 
every description, and generally of all articles which can be immedi- 
ately used in war, to the territory of the belligerent Powers, is for- 
bidden unfil further notice, either by land or by water, and that, too, 
equally under Bremen or foreign flag. The transgressions of this 
prohibition will entail the confiseation of the articles in question, and 
the infliction of an appropriate fine and imprisonment, according to 
circumstances. ’ 

2. In all cases of exportation to the belligerent States, the goods 
must be accurately specified, and the superscription ‘ merchandise,” 
or any similar general description, will not be admitted. 

3. No Bremen ship is permitted to carry two sets of ship's papers 
-or @ foreign flag. 

4. The duties incumbent on sworn ship-brokers, in compliance with 
former enactments, to notify the intended shipment of merchend se 
to be regarded as contraband of war, as also the care they mut exer- 
cise in seeing that the ship’s documents or ship’s papers are in order, 
remain in fall force, and their attention is hereby again particularly 
called to them. 


HOLLAND. 

The déclaration of war on the part of England and France against 
Russia bas been followed hy a notice from the Dutch Government for- 
bidding privateering. The notice states that, ‘In order to observe a 
strict neutraliiy in the war which has just broken out, no privateers 
having ©0 nmissions or letters of marque, either alone or with any 
prizes which they may have made, shall be admitted to enter our ports 
or the mouths of our rivers, except in case of actual stress of weather ; 
in consequence, orders have been sent to keep a strict watch over such 


privateers and their prizes, and to compel them to put to sea again es 
soon as possible.”

TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 

Our latest advices from the Black Sea are to the effect that 
the uvited fleets hed not succeeded in meeting with any 
Russian vessels, which were supposed to be moored in the 
harbour of Sebastopol. The news of the Russians having 
crossed the Danube bas caused some excitement at Constau- 
tinople. Aletter from that city, of the 10th inst., states that the 
Russianr, who crossed the Danube at Hirsova, have received re- 
inforeements, and have established themselves in the plains of the 

obrodje. Several partial engagements had taken place between 
the Turks and Russians. On one occasion three battallions of 
Egyptians, having been surrounded by a superior force, fought 
until they were nearly all destroyed, rather than surrender. 
Omar Pacha was at Shumla concentrating troops in order to attack 
the Russiane. The Russians made their appearance before Kalafat 
on the 9th March, with twelve battalions of infantry, ten squedrons 
of cavalry, and ten pieces of artillery. The heavy fire of the Tark- 
ish batteries cans them severe loss and forced them to retreat 

The French and English troops are rapidly concentrating them- 
selves at Gallipoli. From the Moniteur we learn that the troops 
have been well received by the inhabitants, that “the country is very 
healthy, and the necessities of the sick have been provided for by 
the installation of & temporary hospital at Gc‘lipoli. Localities have

We are informed that a petition was in course of 
signature to the home Governmesat for the purpose of inquiring inte 
the propriety of suspending the constitution of this colony for a series 
of years. e Assembly having voluntarily abdicated its functions, 
it was confidently expected that Sir Henry Barkly would use all the 
constitutional means in his power for dissolving it, thereby entailing 
taking the sense of the constituency of the island. 

From British Guiana we learn that the Combined Court bad closed 
its session, after making liberal provision for the public institutions 


of the colony. The new Governor had arrived out and met with a 
good reception. The colony generally was healthy. Trade wasa 


little more brisk. Freights had fallen to 4s, Rum veryhigh. Hains 
had fallen, and the prospects of the planters were most cheering. 

In Grenada the weather was favourable to sugar-making, but there 
was a great scarcity and dearness of provisions. 

At Barbadoes a public meeting, to rearrange the rates of freight, 
had taken place in consequence of the rise and scarcity of vous at 
Trinidad. Governor Elliot had assumed the reins of power. Freights 
were up to 5s and 58 6d. 





BRAZILS AND THE RIVER PLATE,

Holders gene- 
rally, partly from necessity'to muke room for farther quantities on their 
way, and also from a fear of stil| lower prices, nave continued to force 
off all kinds of goods at the best prices they could obtain. We rejoice 
to learn by the Australian’s news, that a marked and general sus- 
pension had taken place in the supplies for these markets; but we 
should be sorry to learn that this fear has led too far towards'an 
entire stoppage.”

The American paddie-steamer Golden Age, from Liverpool ts 
Australia, capable of carrying 1,200 has just made ong 
of the best trial trips ever known across the Atlaatic. She left Liver 
pool in November last with a small number of and an 
unremunerative although a considerable cargo, the Post-office 
authorities having refused to pay her the slightest extra sum for tak- 
ing a mail. She reached the Cape in 26 days and a half, thus making 
to that point the shortest passage upon record. Indeed he difference 
from any passage previously kaown is alleged to have beem ag much 
as eight days. At the Cape she was detained 10 days coaling, but 
she nevertheless reached King George’s Sound so as to effect the 
entire passage from Liverpool to Australia in 6) days, ineluding 
detentions, and in an actual runving time of 47 days. According 
to the statements of the commander, Captaia Porter, he made 
the whole distance to the Cape with four furnaces blocked off, 
and with a consumption of only 30 tons of coal per day, five 
days’ consumption remaining upon arrival in port. By less 
economy, therefore, greater results might have been accomplished, 
and it is believed, moreover, that 300 miles might have bees 
saved by stopping at Goreeto coal. Takiog these things imto account, 
Cuptain Porter asserts that the Golden Age could regularly perform 
the rua from Liverpool to the Cape in 28 days. The Austrajian 
Pacific Company and the Royal Australasian Company have entirely 
abandoned the field, and have either sold their vessels or chartered 
them to.the Government, while it seems doubtful that the Generdt 
Screw Company, also, may not eventually find it more tempting to 
keep such vessels as the Golden Fieece iu the transport service rather 
than to send them on to their original destigation.

We have only lately first met with these poems, and till within these 
three months never, that we know of, heard the name of the author, 
We are not more ignorant on such matters than the generality of 

ople, and therefore we are forced to conclude that we ail know very 
ise those who undertake to guide and govern society—of 
what is going on around us. The book is an. evidence of a new mind 
animating and informing working men—impressing on them rather 
im portant than new truths witha ery tongue, such as prophets of old 
spoke with. Poetry is the mere garment of great thoughte—a 
dress that almost every man with care may don and wear with grace, 
The great thought—the soul of the book—is a living faith, an impulse- 
born creed, that man is created to be happy. ‘‘God’s world,’ as.the 
poet sings, “is worthy better men.” His art is yet very defective. The 
writer requires much discipline, but, as he is self-taught and improving, 


he will better his skill. But the impulse of genius cannot be mistaken, |} 


nor the fervid convictions overlooked which are the nt of the art. 
He possesses what Alexander Smith is justly said in “ Blackwood’ 
Magazine’ to want—a “root idea.” He has imbibed one from.hia 
sufferings in youth, and the sufferings of the class in which he was 
born, though it is twisted, by false teaching, from humble, patient, 
self-improvement to fiery class antagonism. He mistakes the source 
of the wrongs he feels, and joins the real foes of the poor in sometimes 
attacking the only means by which their condition can be elevated. 
His life began in a railway labourer’s hovel; his teaching was.a few. 
lessons at @ penny school; at eight years of age he was sent to work ia 
a silk mill; and, like many of the children of the poor, never knew 
childhood’s freedom from care. He saw with delight the mili burut, 
though the conflagration left him breadiess. The situation of: an’ 
errand boy in the metropolis, where he picked up learning at book- 
stalls, and where he associated with vigorous-minded ‘men of his‘own" 
class, completed his education. That such a life should have nurtured” 
a tender, kindly, and passionate heart, have given delicacy and taste, 
with much fiery but Se hate, is the serait’ phenomenon, 
His poetry is redolent of genius. If inspiration reach such a man, w 
wiil it stop? and if feelings such as his, which find a powerful utterance, 
rvade the masses, what can be the result? The poetry is often, 
Peautiful; but it is for us of far more significancy as a sign of the 
possible—not to say probable—thoughts, teelings, and pursuits of the 
masses. The more pleasing it is, too, the more such writing is caleu- 
lated to excite apprehension and dread. ‘Too soon, of # verity, states- 
men have not begue to do justice to the multitude. They might have 
learnt much from the writings of Burns half a century ago, and later 
they might have learnt much from the writings of Elliott, and have 
avoided faults which have injured their reputation and weakened their 
power. They may now learn more by studying the writings of 
Massey. For them ea knowledge of the feelings, wishes, and opinions 
of the multitude is the prime wisdom, and, as political studies, such 
writings should be recommended.

These returns to the 15th inst., show an increase of circulation, 
97,8311; a decrease of public deposits, stars a decrease of pri- 
vate deposits, 1,024,7871; a decrease securities, 1,209,5511, 
whereot 252,536/ is of public, and 957,015/ of private securities ; 
a decrease of bullion, 629,726/; an increase of reat, 6,069/;' and a 
decrease of reserve, 709,231. 

The farther decrease in public deposits and in bullion are chiefly 
due tothe payment of the divideuds, which contiuued into the 
week embraced by this return. The Bank bas parted with public 
securities to the extent of 252,536/, and private securities to the 
extent of 957,015/ have been withdrawn, and the advances repaid 
or they have run off. The bullion in the Bank is now oaly 
13,510,873/, a less quantity than the average of any quarter since 
the end of 1847. In the last quarter of that year it was 9,798,000/ ; 
but in the first quarter of 1848 it was 13,762,000/, and never since 
has it been so low as at present. The reserve, too, is*now only 
5,020,518. ‘This position of the Bank explains the small sale 
of public securities mentioned, which has probably been increased 
in the present week. 

Money continues to be very easy. More than 4 per cent. on 

all is not giveu, and some houses will hardly take money on 
those terms. The usual terms for bills are 4} per cent., but we 
know of some discounted at 44. Rather contrary to expectation, 
now that the effect of paying the dividends is nearly come to an 
end, the money market continues decidedly easy, and gives no 
countenance to the rumour that prevailed of its having been de- 
bated in the Bank parlour whether the rate of discount showd 
not be further advanced. 

We have no alteration to notice in the exchanges, but from 
various causes gold continues to flow out of the Bank rather faster 
thaa it comes in. 

‘The arrivals of gold in the week were, from Australia, by the 
Harbinger, 73,342 0z., value 293,368¢ ; by theSov of the Seas, 


$7,334 oz., value 149,339/ ; by the Africa from New York, 200,000 | 
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dols, value 40,0002; and from the West Indies 524,000 dols, 
value about 105,000/—total importation, 587,704/. The recorded 
exports are for Malta, gold, 50,600i; for Alexandria, gold, 
15,3001; for Ceylon, gold, 1,000/; for Singapore, gold, 1,030/, 
and silver, 27,4087; for Hong Kong, silver, 45,158/, and gold, 
1,155: ; for Canton, silver, 56,5917; and for Shanghai, silver, 
5002. ' 

Propositions have been pubiished by the Government, which will 
be found in another part of our journal, to issue Exchequer bonds 
for 6,000,000/ sterling, payable at the three periods of 1858, ” 
1859, and 1860. The main object in issuing them is to keep down 
the unfanded debt, of which payment may be demanded by the 
holders when itis not convenient to reimburse them. Tenders 
therefore, of Exchequer bills at par are expected in exchange fo, 
the bonds, but tenders in money will not be rejected. 

The funds have undergone considerable fluctuations in the week, 
but the settlement of a bear account having taken place, money 
stock has been in demand, and the prices have been well sus- 
tained. ‘To obtain stock for the settlement as much as $ per cent. 
backwardation has heen paid, and in the Stock Exchange money 
is exceedingly plentiful—that is, more plentiful than stock. To- 
day there have been sellers: itis said the Bank has sold stock. 
It is asserted, too, that it has lent stock; and prices accordingly, 
from stock being more plentiful in the market, have been a shade 
lower. The market closed with signs of weakness, Consols at 
874 4. After official hours, upon a notice from the Treasury heing 
brought down to the Stock Exchange to the effect that the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer was open to receive tenders for six mil- 
lions of Exchequer bonds, repayable off at par in 1858, 1859, and 
1860, receiving 34 per cent. interest, Consols fell to 87 sellers, all 
markets closing flat. Besides the necessary busiuess for settling 
the account, there has not been much doing in the Stock Exchange. 
The reports concern more the brokers and jobbers than the general 
public, who, being in a state of uncertainty, seem not inclined to 
speculate.

Some complaints have been made by London firms in the iron 
trade of a prohibition conveyed to them through the Customs to 
export iron of any kind tothe continent of Europe. Shipments 
have in consequence been stopped to Hamburg, Rostock, and other 
places, which, having been made in execution of orders, to sus- 
pend them is extremely injurious. We are sure, however, that 
those who complain will make allowance for the new circumstances 
in which the authorities as well as the merchants are placed, 
England is the great souree of supply of machinery for foreign 
countries ; therefore it may be advisable to take care that 
nothing of this sort is exported as iron, At the same time, it is 
so obvious that supplies of iron and even of machinery may be 
obtained from Belgium or the United States, if we refase tosupply 
them, that it can only be necessary to satisfy the authorities that 
the iron exported is not for the enemy, and not to serve the pur- 
poses of war, to procure it a free pass. Forbearance may fora 
short time be necessary on both sides; and, while we should 
recommend the merchants not to be impatieat, we should hope 
the authorities will not be too eager in enforcing stringent rules. 
Both parties should remember that war is now beginning under 
circumstances different from any former war—especial.y the more 
intimate union of nations by trade—than ever before existed For 
the convenience of trade, however, some general rules should as 
speedily as possible be adopted, but care should be taken in 
framing them, for they must be rigidly adhered to. The present 
restriction is merely provisional, and will be modified so as to 
operate as little as possible in restricting trade, and yet not allow 
the eremy to be supplied with the materzel of war. 


We shall help to account for some of the present difficulties 
of our own money market and the money market of the United 
States, if we direct attention to the falling off in the imports of 
gold from California into New York in the present year,’ men- 
tioned further on. The shortened means of payment and an over- 
loaded market in San Francisco have led to the reshipment of 
flour and various other articles from that place back to New York. 
Something similar has taken place at Melbourne. “ Of late also,” 
say Messrs Tootal, Brown, and Co., in their circular of the 25th of 
Jan., ‘a demand has sprung up for sour flour for shipment to 
Britain, the freight being low, and sour flour for manufactaring 
and other purposes being in demand at a considerable advance 
on Melbourne prices.” That flour has been sent from the United 
States. The falling off in the supplies of gold from Australia are, 
however not so conspicuous as those from California. - 


At New York to the 5th, there was still a pressure in the 
money market, but there were.signs of a speedy alleviation, and 
although the demand for capital was very active, it was freely 
met by the banks and discount houses at current rates, 10 to 12 
per cent. on first-class commercial paper, and 7 per cent. on 
call. The weekly statements of the City banks published was 
favourable, showing a decrease in the discounts, and a slight 
increase in the specie and deposits. As compared with the report

“the wheat market here. Not much business was done. Barley was 
quiet; but oats were from 6d to 1s dearer. The arrivals in London 
“were £8 follows:—English ani Scotch wheat, 1,010 qrs; barley, 2,550 
ts; malt, 5,740 qrs; oate, 1,030; flour, 420 sacks. Of foreign wheat, 
5420 qrsq barley, 4,710 qrs; oat, 44,780 qrs; flour, 3,310 sacks. Off 
the. coast, since the 13 h inst., 112 cargoes have arrived, of which 
99 during the last three or four days, 88 were wheat, 11 maize, 5 
rye, 2 barley, 1 partly barley and partly milletseed, 2 dari, 1 beans, 
i flour, ] partly flour and partly maize. 

The transactions in cargoes afloat within the last two or three days 
have been numerous, and prices have ranged for wheat—new Galatz, 
74, 728, and 703; Salonice, half hard and half soft, 558; Taganrog 
Ghirks, ‘inferior quality, about 69; 94; Polish Odessa, 63:, 67, and 
68s; Tbrail, 683; Odessa Ghirke, 68s; hard Roumelia, 60s. 

Elsewhere we publish in extenso an account of the imports of 
wheat, flour, barley, and oats into the. port of London ia the first 
quarter of the present year Ha of former years, and of the places 
whence imported. By that it will be seen that the import of wheat
